Points of Contact 
Yet a study of the two views re­ 
veals th at they are really views of 
the same house.

Thomas that these two views are 
indeed taken of the same house. 
Roof Lines Changed 
Perhaps the greatest factor 
in 
changing the general 
appearance 
of the house has been the altera­ 
tion of the roof lines. 
Instead of

modernized

has

roof of composition shingles. 
The interior arangem ent of the

The increase in floor space is con- 
siderable.

?ved by this change in roof lines 
con- 
ping 
ceilings, each room now has a full 
high ceiling. 
The area of 
each 
room is increased as th e floors now 
extend to the wall instead of being 
cut off by the pitch of the roof. 
The alterations in the rooms on 
the second floor lead to an improve­ 
m ent in their comfort and conven­ 
ience. The light and air possible by 
the use of additional windows 
at 
the sides is considerable. 
Instead 
of two shallow rooms on the second 
floor, three large rooms and a bath 
are now in use. 
The interior decorative

Brick is 
fire 
resisting and 
when used with 
a 
fire-resisting 
roofing, presents a barrier against 
fires from neighboring houses. This 
type of siding is credited also with 
being a good insulator, assuring a 
warm, comfortable house in win­ 
ter and a cool interior during the 
heat of summer. 
A feature of the modernization 
plans was the addition of window 
area to the walls of the house. The 
window area has practically been 
doubled resulting in an attractive 
well-balanced exterior and a light, 
airy interior. 
The skillful modernizer will in­ 
crease the number 
and 
readjust 
the dimensions of the windows 
of 
the home which is the subject 
of 
his efforts. 
The old type 
house 
usually had high, narrow windows 
set one to an opening. 
Today the 
style is to have windows that are 
lower, using

Insulating House a

An experienced builder once said 
that the main difference between 
an old house and a modern one was 
the insulation. 
Certain it is that the houses 
of 
our grandfathers did not have the 
insulation material that 
is com­ 
monly used nowadays. There 
are 
no wall boards, blankets or pow­ 
dered forms of insulating m aterial 
to safeguard the interior of 
the 
dwelling from the onslaughts of 
heat and cold. 
The home owner who is modern­ 
izing the old home should take the 
opportunity to insulate the walls 
and roof if this precaution ha-» not 
already been taken.

carbohy­ 
drates, much protein and rough­ 
age, some mineral salts, fat 
and 
vitamins’’, Dr. D. C. Lochead, de­ 
puty health officer 
of Rochester, 
Minn., said in an address before 
the Federation of National Millers 
in Chicago. 
He pointed out that wheat flour 
contains from 8 to 17 per cent pro­ 
tein and from 65 to 75 per cent 
carbohydrate, 
while white 
bread 
contains about 35 per cent water, 
53 per cent carbohydrate, nine per 
cent protein and one per cent fat. 
“The contents of whole 
wheat 
bread and graham bread are very 
nearly the same, but the carbohy­ 
drate and protein of white bread 
are more digestible than the car­ 
bohydrate and protein 
of either 
whole wheat or 
graham 
bread”, 
Dr. Lochead added. 
He emphasized that 
individuals 
who believe they should have more 
roughage in 
the food 
they eat 
should first consult a physician and 
recommended that bran be used as 
a separate dish instead of “spoiling 
nice, wholesome white bread”, by 
including it in the baking. 
“If it is a vitamin deficiency that 
is the bugaboo, especially Vitamin 
B, why not have more yeast put 
in the bread—it makes it lighter 
and more digestible; or take your 
yeast separately”.
